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Text of the President’s 
Guild Hall Address on 
a Concert of Power | 


LONDON, Dec. 28. 
HE text of President Wil- 
son's speech at the Guild 
Hall this afternoon is as fol- 
lows: 


“Mr. Lord Mayor—We have 
come upon times when cere- 
monies like this have a new sig- 
nificance which most impresses 
meas I stand here. The address 
which I have just heard is most 
generously and graciously con- 
ceived, and the delightful accent 
of sincerity in it seems like a 
part of that voice of counsel 
which is now everywhere to be 
heard, I feel that a  distin- 
guished honor has been con- 
ferred upon me by this recep- 
tion, and I beg to assure you, sir, 
and your associates, of my very 
profound appreciation, but I 
know that IT am only part of 
what I may call a great body of 
circumstances. 


“I do not believe that it was 
fancy on my part that I heard 
in the voice of welcome uttered 
in the streets of this great city 
and inthe streets of Paris some- 
thing more than a personal we!l- 
come. It seemed to me that I 
heard the voice of one people 
apeaking to another people, and 
it was a voice in which one could 
distinguish a singular combina- 
tion of emotions. There was sure- 
lv there the deep gratefulness 
that the fighting was over. There 
was the pride that the fighting 
had had such a culmination. 
There was that sort of gratitude 
thai the nations engaged had 
produced such men as the sol- 
diers of Great Britain and of the 
United States and of France, 
and of men whos: prowess and 
achievements they had _ wit- 
nessed with rising admiration 
as they moved from culmination 
to culmination. 


Duty Resting Upon Others. 


But there was something more 
in it, the consciousness that the 
business is not yet done, the con- 
sciousness that it now rests upon 
others to see that those lives 
were not lost in vain. 

“T have not vet been the 
actual battlefield, but I have 
seen many of the men who have 
fought the battles, and the other 
day I had the pleasure of being 
present at a session of the 
French Academy when they ad- 
mitted Marshal Joffre to their 
membership. That sturdy; se- 
rene soldier stood and uttered, 
not the words of triumph, but 
the simple words of affection for 
his soldiers and the conviction, 
which he summed up in a sen- 
tence, which I will not try accu- 
rately to quote, but reproduce in 
its spirit. It was that France 
must always remembeg that the 
small and the weak could never 
live free in the world unless the 
strong and the great aiways put 
thelr power and their strength 
in the service of right. 

“That is the afterthought—-the 
thought that something must be 
done now, not only to make the 
just settlements—-that, of course 

-but to see that the settlements 
remained and were observed and 
that honor and justice prevails 
in the world. And as I have 
conversed with the soldiers I 
have been more and more aware 
that they fought for something 
that not all of them had defined, 
but which all of them recognized 
the moment you — stated it to 
them. They fought to do away 
with the old order and to estab- 
lish a new one, and the center 
and characteristic of the old or- 
der was that unstable. thing

it was generally latent, was al- 
ways deep-seated.” 

“Single, Powerful Group.” 

“The men who have fought in 
this war have been the men 
from the free nations who are 
determined that that sort of 
thing should end now and for- 
ever. It is very interesting to 
me to observe how from every 
quarter, from every sort of 
mind, from every concert of 
counsel, there comes the sug- 
gestion that there must now be 
not a balance of power, not one 
powerful group of nations set up | 
against another, but a single, 
overwhelming, powerful group 
of nations who shall be the 
trustees of the peace of the 
world. 

“It has been delightful in my 
conferences with the leaders of 
your government to find how 
our minds moved along exactly 
the same line and how our 
thought was always that the key 
to the peace was the guarantee 
of the peace, not the items of it; 
that the items would be worth- 
less unless there stood back of 
them a permanent concert of 
power for their maintenance. 
That is the most reassuring 
thing that has ever happened in 
the world. 

“When this war began the 
thought of a league of nations 
was indulgently considered as 
the interested thought of clos- 
eted students. It was thought of 
as one of those things that it 
was right to characterize by a 
name which, as a_ university 
man, [ have always resented. 
It was said to be academic, as 
if that in itself were a condem- 
nation —- something that men 
could think about but never get. 
Now we find the practical lead- 
ing minds of the world 
mined to get it. 

“Foundations Laid.” 


“NO such sudden and potent 
union of purpose has ever been 
witnessed in the world before. 
Wo you wonder, therefore, grn- 
tlemen, that in common wih 
those who represent you I am 
eager to get at the business and 
write the substance down”? And 
that I am particularly happy 
that the ground is cleared and 
the foundation laid—for we 
have already accepted the same 
body of principles. Those prin- 
ciples are clearly and definitely 
enough stated to make their ap- 
plication a matter which would 
afford no fundamental diffi- 
culty. 

“And back of us that im- 
perative yearning of the world 
to have all disturbing questions 
quieted, to have all threats 
against peace silenced, to have 
just men everywhere come to- 
gether for a common object. 
The peoples of the world want 
peace and they want it now, not 
merely by conquest of 
but by agreement of mind. 

“It was this incomparably 
great object that brought me 
overseas. It has never before 
been deemed excusable for a 
President of the United States to 
leave the territory of the United 
States, but I know that I have 
the support of the judgment of 
my colleagues in the Govern- 
ment of the United States in 
saying that it was my para- 
mount duty to turn away even 
from the imperative tasks at 
home to. lend such counsel and 
aid as I could to this great, may 
I not say final, enterprise of hu- 
manity.”’

_ portion of the lungs is not accustomed to being expanded and therefore 
- the air is forced out very quickly. 

_* Swimmers, professional skaters and runners, long distance walkers and 
all athletes, must be deep breathers in order to have “staying” qualities. 
_ But there is good reason why all persons should practice deep breathing 


because it contributes in a very great measure to maintaining a robust 
healthy condition of the body. ’ 


i HERD are two kinds of breathing: One called diaphragm breathing 
Toe is the shallow breathing most peeople practice; the other kind 
: is the costal breathing, which is the expansion of the lungs to their 
fullest extent. The diaphragm is a muscular sheet stretched across the en- 
tire interior of the chest wall just below the ribs and separates the organs 
of the chest from the organs of the abdomen. | 

In shallow breathing we take in just enough air to aerate the blood as it 
passes through the thin-walled blood vessels, the oxygen of the air being 

taken up by the blood and the carbonic acid gas of the impure blood escap- 
ing as we inhale. 

We get along very comfortably with this form of breathing when in good 
health, but we have not built up any defenses to enable us to ward off any 
sidden attack of disease and therefore the shallow breather is more sus-

HE first author of humorous 
T works that were distinctly Amer- 

ican was Judge ‘Thomas Chand- 
ler Haliburton, who was born in 
Windsor, Nova Scotia, 122 years ago. 
He was distinguished as a barrister, 
legislator and jurist in Nova Scotia, 
and the latter part of his life was 
spent in England, where he was 
elected to the House of Commons, 
being the first British-American so 
honored. 

His fame as a humorlst rests prin- 
cipally on the creation of the char- 
acter of ‘Sam Slick.’’ He was about 
40 when he began contributing an- 
onymously to a local paper a series 
of letters depicting the peculiarities 
of the genuine Yankee. 

These sketches, abounding in ga- 
tirical humor, were collected in book 
form under the title of “The Clock- 
maker, or Sayings and Doings of 
Samuel Slick of Slickville.”” The book 
enjoyed a large sale and great popu- 
larity all over the United States as 
well as in the British provinces and 
England, and were followed by a 
second and third series. “The At- 
tache, or Sam Slick in England,” 
added to Judge Haliburton’s fame 
as a humorist, and other works, in- 
cluding “‘Nature and Human Nature” 
and “The Old Judge, or Life in a 
Colony,’ were also well received. 
Judge Haliburton died in 1865.

| GUARANTEES OF PEACE. 


The most significant and encouraging utterance of 
President Wilson, during his European visit, was his 
statement in Guild Hall that the minds of the leaders 
of the British Government were moving along the 
same line as his own and their thought of the key to 


peace was the guarantee rather than the items of it.) 
The guarantee is to be, not a balance of power of one | 
powerful group of nations set off against another—the 
old powder magazine—but “a single, overwhelming, 
powerful group of nations which shall be the trustees 
of the peace of the world.” 

Mr. Wilson embodied his assurance of harmony on 
the guarantee of peace succinctly in the following re- 
marks: 


I am particularly happy that the ground has 
been cleared and the foundations laid, because we 
have already accepted the same body principles. 
These principles are clearly and definitely enough 
stated to make their application a matter which 
should afford no fundamental] difficulty. 

The peoples of the world want peace, and want 
it now, not merely by the conquest of arms, but by 
agreement of mind.’ 


The significance of these utterances lies in the fact 
that the President had been in conference with the 
statesmen who control the British Government, as well 
as with the leaders of the French, Italian and Belgian 
Governments. His assurance of this greatest step to- 
wards permanent peace through the substitution of the 
reign of law for the reign of might is evidently based 
now upon knowledge and not upon hope. 


The leaders of European Governments have indubita- 
ble proof, not alone of President Wilson's popularity as 
a man of singular distinction and leadership, but of 
popular support of the principles and. purposes he rep- 
resents in framing the peace settlement. The extraor- 
dinary—practically unparalleled—ovation given to Mr. 
Wilson by the people of France and England are not 
intended merely for the distinguished head of the great 
republic of the West which has helped to win the war, 
but undoubtedly express the popular approval of Mr. 
Wilson's ideas of justice and liberty, embodied in his 


peace program. The people look upon the President as 
the leader of the new thought of the civilized world | 
concerning the rights of peoples to freedom and self- | 
determination and concerning the just dealing of na-| 
tions in respect to national rights and interests. They | 
look upon him as the herald of the dawn of that fed-: 
eration of the world which has been the aspiration of |

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THE TRADE OF A MARINER. 


A time when the American flag will be encountered 
on every sea and found in every part of the world is an 
objective toward which the Federal! Shipping Board is 
working, says Chairman Hurley. To build the largest 
fleet in the world, to become the dominant power in the 
world’s carrying trade, to convey the cargoes of other 
nations as well as our own, will be worth all it will cost, 
In his opinion. He says: 


Every American ship will have fine quarters. 
Seamen of the Merchant Marine will be uniformed. 
The whole service is to be made so attractive that 
all seamen will be enthusiastic to ret into it and be- 
come salesmen of American products throughout 
the world. 


The quarters for the crew on many American ships in| 
the past were repulsive. The fare was bad. The wages | 
were inadequate. The condition of a seaman was one 
of virtual slavery. The cruelty of the old Yankee skip- 
pers has been described by many writers of sea stories. 
That most Americans had small desire for a seafaring 
life was understandable. 


The La Follette law changed some things for the bet- 
ter, Improvement in other directions will be important. 
To regain our sea trade. ships are, of course. neces- 
Bary. But ships will be of little avail if we lack men 
of the proper stripe for handling them. Conditions in-| 
suring a satisfying career must he provided if our young 
men are to be persuaded to learn the mariner'’s trade.

No doubt England feels very much 
about her control of the seas as we feel 
about the Monroe Doctrine. Nor do 
very many people care to question the 
safety for us all of that control. One 
may thresh at the League of Nations 
idea as much as one will, and still 
probably not get past the necessity 
for control somewhere based on some- 
thing more than agreement. Agree- 
ment is not what it was. It has been 
prejudiced by the Germans until al- 
most nothing remains of its former 
status. We are told that the Kaiser 
said on the eve of the great war that 
“The world will see something now it 
it has never seen.’ We saw it? What 
was it? The utter abasement of honor. 
now begging friends and believers in a 
world disillusioned by the perfidy of a 
whole people. The British have great 
confidence—-in themselves. We have 
great confidence—in ourselves. Every- 
body's confidence in somebody else is 
shaken somewhat by the extent to 
which the world was the victim of 
misplaced contidence in German in- 
tegrity.

The completeness of America’s industrial revolution during the past - 
two years was strikingly reflected in the papers and addresses read before - z 
the recent “Reconstruction Convention” of the American Society of Me a ; 
chanical Engineers in this city. The revolution has been so smooth and ‘ 
noiseless, and the public mind was so intent upon the military issue, that  — 
few people yet realize the extent of the change which has occurred. But . 4 é ioe onlong to b 
the engineers realized it generally. It was they who had been called upon — 
to put each change into effect. A nation’s industry could not be placed — ; owing 
upon an altogether new basis by any other method; and the addresses, ~ 
therefore, instead of being technical papers concerning the relative advan. — 
tages of different engineering processes which have occupied their atten, ~ 


cussions of America’s new problems, commercial, industrial, political and ™ . 2 


conditions to such an extent that a 
return to the status quo ante would 
be difficult, even though it were 
desirable and possible. The only al- 
ternative to the old system of allow- 
ing industrial relations to be adjusted 
by natural economic laws seems to be 
that of standardization, or the con- 
scientious and systematic regulation 
of these relationships by collective 
action.” 

This was the central point in the 
discussion of “Standardization and 
Administration of Wages’’ made by 
Henry P. Kendall of Norwood, Mass., 
Chairman of the Committee on In- 
dustrial Relations of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, manu- 
facturer, banker, practical engineer 
and writer on problems of industrial 
education, and Earl Dean Howard, 
executive secretary of the Committee 
on Industrial Relations, Washington, 
ma << 

By “regulation” these experts did 
not mean that there must necessarily 
be governmental administration; and 
by “standardization” they did not 
mean that there would necessarily be* 
uniformity of wages, hours and con- 
ditions of work. 

Old Method of Payment. 

The old method, they pointed out, 
consisted of paying employes accord- 
ing to the supply and demand of 
labor. Under the conditions that 
once obtained, it was the only meth- 
od, for every employer was confront- 
ed with competition, and if he paid 
| his help more than he was compelled 
to pay, the competitor who did not 
might be able to undersell him. This 
left the question to be “adjusted by 
natural economic law;” and if em- 
ployes did not receive a living wage, 
everybody might agree that it was 
too bad. but what could anyone do 
about it? 

A great many things were done 
eventually to modify this law. Labor 
laws were introduced in the various 
states and specifications demanding 
decent standards of employment 
were written into governmental con- 
tracts. In the mean while labor 
unions had obtained a powerful po- 
sition in many trades and had altered 
conditions by sheer force. But not 
until the advent of war was there a 
general break from the old system. 
The. great phenomenon of this 
change, according to Kendall and 
Howard, was not the direct admin- 
istration of industry by the Govern- 
ment. It was the establishment by 
certain industries of joint boards of 
control, composed of representatives 
of employers and employes, accept- 
ing the living wage, the short work 
day, the right to organize and col- 
lective bargaining as fundamental 
principles upon which the industry 
as a whole should work out the prob- 


lem. 


The Joint Boards. 

“The difficulties of this program,” 
the experts agreed, “were enormous, 
but the need was so obvious that the 
metal and building trades overcame 
their objections and an agreement 
for joint boards was reached; and 
in the metal trades especially was 
put into operation. In the needle 
trades, the whole industry for the 
first timé@ in history created a com- 
mittee to represent it, and further 
steps to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment are about to be taken. 

‘This regulation of industrial 
standards by joint boards,” it was 
pointed out, “has the great advan- 
tage over the old system in that it 
eliminates three-fourths of the cost 
of friction and strife between the 
particular employer and his em- 
ployes.

WENT 10 PERSHING 


Were Made Ready 
Rails and Then Packed | 
in Hay.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The ship- 
'ment of American-built steam loco- 
73 tons and 
assembled all but the smokestack 
‘and the tender so that they could 
move away under their own steam 


within a few hours after their ar- 


rival in France was among the ac- 


-complishments of the United States 
army transport force under stress 


of war and has since been continued. 

More than 400 of these locomotives 
were so shipped from New York ina 
few months, it was learned here with 
the lifting of the war censorship reg- 
ulations, and these were in addition 
to 1200 which were shipped in sec- 
tions—nine to a locomotive—packed 
in cases. The ships used to transport 
the locomotives complete were of a 
special type with three holds, each 
hold measuring 60 by 102 feet, en- 
tered by hatches 39 feet wide and 42 
feet long. 

Into each of the three holds was 
placed 12 locomotives—36 to a ship. 
For a bed or flooring on which they 
rested for the voyage was used more 
than 3000 tons of steel rails. The) 
locomotives when in position were | 
braced with heavy wooden beams, 
and the space between the boilers to 
the level of the top of the steam 
dome packed solid with highly com- 
pressed baled hay. 

Packing the Parts. 

On this hay another flooring was 
laid, and on this floor was placed 
the tenders—the smokestack, with 
more baled hay or other light cargo, 
packed in the space where coal is to 
be carried. On top of the tenders 
was packed still more cargo to the 
deck level, and during the “rush 
days” the above deck space filled 
with crated airplanes. When com- 
pletely loaded with the 36 locomo- 
tives and other cargo, each vessei 
was carrying a dead weight of 14,000 
tons in addition to ship machinery, 
bunker coal and crew supplies. 

The loading of the locomotives was 
an interesting sight. Steel railroad 
barges, carrying 14 of the steel mon- 
sters, were made fast alongside a 
100-ton capacity floating derrick 
barge, in turn made fast to the ship. 


An ordinary sling of steel wire was | 
placed around the forward end of: 


the boilers, another under the sup- 
ports to the cab, the signal given and 
the locomotive lifted 40 to 50 feet in 
the air, swung over and gently load- 
ed into the ship’s hold. The whole 
operation required but 20 minutes, 
and it was accomplished with the 
same ease and with the same lack of
